Since January, 1971, Subject's whereabouts have 
been unknown. Information has been received that Subject 
may have purchased pistols in New York, In January, 1973, 
under an alias. Investigation at New -York was unsuccessful 
in "locating or determining if the Subject actually was 
identical to that person. 

In September, 1975, Special Agent of the FBI, 
San Francisco, California, viewed photographs taken at the 
Prairie Fire Organizing Committee (PFOC) National 
Conference in Boston, Massachusetts, in July 1975. After 
viewing these photographs, the agent believed that one of 
the photographs bore a strong resemblance to the Subject. 
Subsequently, leads were set out to the Boston Division 
to determine if the Subject was known there. Boston 
contacted logical sources familiar with Weathermen and other 
extremist-type activities in their division and subsequently

advised the Subject was unknown to them. 

The Subject is known to be an alcoholic and 
apparently has been a transient, moving from place to place 
for the last four years. The Subject has not been heard 
from and apparently has broken off contact with his family. 

Although the Subject has been missing for a 
period of approximately four years and his activities 
have been unknown, it is not believed that he now 
constitutes a realistic and immediate threat into the 
internal security of the Nation. 

Because the Subject does not meet the current 
criteria for being included on the ADEX, it is, therefore, 
recommended that he be removed.
